millions of dollars tied up in this pro- 
ject. . which needs nearly as much 
more to be carried out successfully.

project in which it was engaged, the 
firm brought on the enmity of the 
-coal trust. 
The failure is a heavy 


one and will run up into the millions. 


Bankers do not believe that finan- 


cial troubles wi'l go any further. With
